marvelous thing happened today. I saw three people, two 

grown men and a woman old enough to be my mother, go 
back in time. Their faces were first the everyday strangers, 
looking up from their daily tasks and then there was this wonder- 
ful transformation. The softening of their brow, the gentle uplift- 
ing of the sides of their mouths into genuine grins. I loved it! 

This morning was my first solo ride in my “NEW” 1963 VW 
Single Cab. She is asweety. She is VW light green and she shines. 
“Nice truck!” from one of the men this momming was wonderful 
to hear, but it just isn’t enough. She is super, sweet, cool, 
awesome and whatever else I or this next generation of teens 
come up with next! 

It all began when Ray and I were near Asheville, North 
Carolina, ata MotoGuzzirally in early September. We meta guy, 
Dean Klein, who has a motorcycle rental business in Asheville, 
and Ray wanted to get photos of his shop. Dean showed us 
around, then suggested we might like to see some old bikes the 
owner of the building had upstairs in storage. 

The building is a classic itself, all of brick, with large panes 
of glass, about 4 stories high. There were ramps up to each level 
and we were ready to explore. The bikes were wonderful, but then 
I turned around to the stunning sight of a VW Single Cab sitting 
there in the gloom.

So back to Florida we go, and about halfway there, about the 
275 mile marker, I’m tired and bored with the flat lands after the 
mountains and I’m thinking of that little green truck. I do some 
math in my head and come up with the reality that every time my 
°83 Honda goes into the shop lately it costs $400-$600. We have 
nearly replaced everything, but the real thing is that we do know 
how to fix a VW. We know from experience where to order the 
best parts, who’s rubber is better made, and even we can under- 
stand the Idiot’s Book.

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We talk, I make sure Ray is willing to work on this truck, 
because you know that’s what it means to have a 30 or more year 
old vehicle. He says yea! I say I want to learn, not just help. We 
get home, we call a few people and we get serious. The deal is 
made, we call some friends and celebrate. 

Driving the rental to North Carolina the next weekend is like 
it’s happening to someone else. We pick up Dave Easterwood in 
Georgia. He needs a weekend away, any excuse, thank goodness. 
We arrive at Neil and Mary Kay Pickett’s house and wait for 
morning. The owner has agreed to meet us at the garage so after 
a Waffle House breakfast we head over with tools and parts. The 
truck is on a lift in a matter of minutes. Ray, Dave and Neil are 
raving about her condition. Little or no rust, original floor, the 
tool bin looks great. I’m hearing awe in their voices and I’m 
finally getting excited. I think I’ve been holding my breath ‘til 
now.

She 
looks good. The guys are doing their part to get her on the road.

And I’m the lucky one! They lether down and begin working 
on the motor. It's slow and difficult, we switch distributors and 
finally the points hold their setting. Thanks, Dave. Neil takes

for 17 years and soon she’ll be on the road again. YAHOO! 

We are off to Florida, driving a 33-year-old vehicle. We’re 
smiling and we're going 55 miles an hour. It’s great. Wind is 
blowing in our faces and we are cruising. We're a bunch of 
vintage Volkswagen fools! We drop Dave off in Marietta, and 
head south. 

In the next month, we drop the motor and replace the starter. 
No, not with a 12 volt, but with a 6 volt, and put in engine seals. 

I 
have been a willing partner in the ’66 repairs, but usually end up 
being the “hand me the biggest damn screwdriver you can find,” 
or “could you slip out to the shop and get the. . .” sort of gal. This 
time I was a grease covered, knuckle busted contortionist.

I don’t think that man 
thought I'd really stick it out. The next task were the front brakes 
and bearings.

Chapter Fourteen: Start It Up! 


ith the engine now in place, some of the final adjustments 

were made for an initial 20 minute run in the driveway. 
Following the gas line and clamp debate I used clamps to snug up 
the rubber gas lines to the metal gas lines. New rubber gaskets 
were used for the dual port manifold with the initial carb adjust- 
ments set. New spark plug wires were installed. The intake and 
exhaust valve gap was also set properly and static timing made at 
7.5 degrees with a .009 German distributor being used. 

The oil was topped up and prior to getting the oil flowing the 
cylinders where sprayed with oil through the spark plug holes. 
The engine was then turned over without the spark plugs and coil 
wire installed, in short 15 second bursts until the oil was in the 
galleys and oil filter. The new Bosch plugs were gapped and then 
installed. Gas added to the gas tank and it was ready to go. 

Before starting I placed my fire extinguisher at the back of 
the vehicle with the lid open. Having checked wiring and gas 
lines about three times over, I did not expect to use the extin- 
guisher but better safe than sorry after six years of work on this 
project. 

And now THE CRITICAL moment: the key was turned and 
the motor came to life. With no problems the motor was run for 
20 minutes above 1500 rpm, monitored by the VDO tachometer. 
Oil smoke bloomed for 3 minutes from my injection of oil into the 
cylinders as it gradually burned off. The carb did seem slightly off 
and the motor was expectedly sounding tight compared to a 
broken-in motor. Once the motor was stopped the heat from the 
motor seemed right and indicated the timing was on the mark. 
The oil was drained off and the Oberg filter cleaned out. Fine 
metal filings in the screen were found—no doubt from the pistons 
working out the new cylinders. Conclusion: It’s a Runner! 


Road Test 

With the motor now running, the next step was to drive the 
bus around close to home for the next week or two. Basically to 
check out how my overall re-assembly standards shape up. 

Of course, the whole family has to partake in this first drive. 
So in we piled for a drive to the local park and back. A couple of 
things immediately surfaced in the drive. First, the steering has 
about 1/2 turn free play which indicates my centre pin work needs 
to move up the work list. 

Next came a noise in the driver compartment indicating 
both doors were about to fall off. Looking at the doors and 
concentrating revealed they weren’t going anywhere but the 
noise was in fact coming from underneath the front seats. Now 
thinking back on my last move it dawns on me that the front shock 
absorbers were loosely bolted together just to roll the van in and 
out of the moving trailer! Once back home, this observation not 
only proved true, but for the back shock absorbers as well. Brakes 
were down a bit and where re-bled with a finer adjustment made 
bringing the brake pedal up to factory standards. 
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Oh yeah, I almost forgot the front passenger brake squeal as 
the pads set in. Much like fingernails on a chalk board and LOUD 
enough to have the nearest sidewalk pedestrian climbing the 
nearest tree to get away. Took the drum off to wash the assembly 
in brake cleaner fluid in case this was the cause and the noise is 
now slowly going away. 

The bus was performing great now with enough get up and 
go that it could beat the Vanagon GL ina standing start. No flat 
spot on the carb BUT then again the idle would not go below 1200 
rpm or hold at that level. Continued adjustments and after 300 
miles another 34 PICT-3 is being rebuilt. One critical error Imade 
was not installing a gas filter between the tank and carb. Icleaned 
the tank but did not slosh it, so it is possible some fine rust 
particles got in to the carb making any adjustments pointless. 
Also the throttle shaft would not return properly even with the 
proper spring which was complicated further by the accelerator 
pump rod. During our two moves, the rod was obviously bent in 
transit, now making an eyeball adjustment difficult. 

The 34 PICT-3 replacement] bought recently has a different 
rod placement which does not interfere with my alternator set-up. 
Plus the throttle shaft is longer for a heavy coil spring set-up in 
addition to the other return spring attached to the top of the carb. 
This appears to be a later 34 PICT-3 model which will hopefully 
overcome the shortcomings of the previous carb. 

Prime lesson here: USE A GAS LINE FILTER between the 
Tank and Carb! 

OVERALL IMPRESSIONS of driving a splitty after a 12 
year hiatus combined with actual Safari Windows wide open 
brought tears to my eyes. Boy, that cool summer breeze at 30mph 
will do it to you every time! 

Light truck tires combined with the KYB shocks provide for 
a smooth ride with little to no front wheel bounce I previously 
experienced in my old ’66 Deluxe and are the way to go. 

Well about two weeks into my short runs around town, 
ominous sounds issued from the rear drivers side axle as I 
rounded a corner one night. Not knowing the history of the 
transaxle my initial thoughts made the leap into massive break- 
down! But once off the corner and going straight the sound 
disappears for a 100 yards. Two distinctive clunky clunks in 
simple rhythm are then heard and the motor is shut-off to coast to 
a stop. The answer was easy now. Once the hubcap is removed 
out drop two lug nuts with the remaining three about to come out. 
A walk five blocks home to get my plastic container of lug bolts 
and jack to correct the problem was easy! Plus the emergency 
flashers got their break-run on a quiet residential street.

How did this happen? Prior to rolling the bus out of the 
garage after a long winter, the brake pad had stuck to the drum 
from sitting in the garage with the emergency brake on. The 
wheel was taken off; hammer tapped to drum to release pad; 
wheel reinstalled w/lug nuts finger tight and then bus lowered to 
floor to tackle next project. Ooops! Okay, Inow I confess to doing 
this twice in my VW lifetime and I’m sure I am not alone in this 
minor faux pas! Well, actually three now, including the summer 
Vanagon fiasco which I got onto real quick with no damage to 
wheel or lug nuts. 


Top Up 

Left to do was the canvas top since the old one was torn and 
well worn. I ordered the standard top replacement offered by VW 
Canvas (phone: 830-779-2136). You can custom order colors if 
you are doing a non-stock interior at extra cost and there was 
some cool selections available. The replacement I received was 
atan/buff color with the fabric having the same thickness roughly 
of the original. To install I had kept old canvas top for reference 
which was handy. First off there is the white viny] trim which is 
glued on the metal edge of the roof opening. Important as the 
fabric rests on this trim piece and without it could be cut by the 
pressure of the top going up and down over time. 

Next step was to position the canvas so that the front opening 
is straight and centred to the top and vehicle. I tried a measuring 
tape here BUT FORGET IT. Do it by eye and use a few staples 
front and back to tack it up to get the positioning. Once the canvas 
is positioned properly take the white vinyl tack strip and place it 
so the fabric loops over the top of the strip and comes down to 
edge of this strip. The strip is then stapled so that the fabric is 
caught between the wood of the top and the strip. To make sure 
this plastic strip will fit as before you can match the old staple 
holes in the top wood frame to the strip so you know where to 
begin and end. This also gives you the original positioning of the 
fabric on the top’s internal wood frame. In my case, I lined up the 
old holes and went front to back. 

Once you get going, it is staple, staple, staple. Stop and 
eyeball to see how the fabric will fit with no visible folds as you 
progress around the top. 

The canvas fitted perfectly all the way round with only two 
small darts to take in about 3/8" excess. And you don’t see this 
because the top hides this from all but the nose to fabric at point 
of origin. The bottom canvas was stapled straight down making 
sure there was excess to curl over the white vinyl] trim mentioned 
earlier. Why you ask? The grey viny] trim that finishes the wood 
to canvas transition hooks over this for the final fitting of the 
canvas top to the roof. Once again the last piece of this grey vinyl 
trim required the heat gun for a gentle stretch plus some good 
finger pulls to get the final snap fit. 

This Old Bus rating: two sore thumbs up to the VW Canvas 
team for this excellent replacement canvas! 

Next time, the centre steering pin replacement plus some 
remaining odds and ends to close this saga.

ack in OBR #49 (May/June 1996) the article “Registry by 

B the Numbers” focused on the who, what and where of 

buses included in the Old Bus Registry. The Registry 

had gathered some dust since the original forms were sent out in 

1994 and the article was intended to spark a renewed interest. 

Success was marginal. There were 250 buses then; the number 
has'grown to over 300. 

At the time, I was reporting what was there. How many 
buses? How many Westfalias? What’s the oldest? What’s the 
newest? All valid questions. After dealing with the obvious it’s 
time for another approach, specifically: 

1) What is NOT there? 

2) What is totally inconsistent? 

Many of the blanks were simply unknown. Registry mem- 
bers would only know the number of the original engine if they 
hada letter from VW stating thatnumber or knew that the original 
engine was still with the bus. Similar conclusions could be drawn 
on the date of original registration, original displacement, etc. 

Original color(s), date of manufacture, and original options 
were another story. I found that 60 percent had no original colors 
listed. Another 60 percent listed no date of manufacture. Nearly 
80 percent of Registry members did not list original options. 
Coincidentally, 80 percent of the Registry is for post-1958 buses. 
In 1959 VW began putting a code plate on the bulkhead behind 
the right-hand seat. That plate lists colors, options, date of 
manufacture and more. 

And then the second question...the next puzzling feature was 
the inconsistency in numbers used to describe the Model (or 
Type) of vehicle. The Registry form even hasa few samples at the 
bottom, the familiar 3-digit codes used in most VW books. So 
why were we getting these: 

2/255A, 2112, 23-42, 25G, 26A, 26-16 

Some of the answers are clear; some depend on the age of 
your bus; and some depend on which tag (plate) you inspect. The 
tag on the fresh air vent may be the most obvious place to look for 
information on an old bus. Since the Type 2 didn’t always have 
the fresh air vent above the front seats lam admittedly addressing 
the later split screen owners. That group constitutes the vast 
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majority of Registry entries. 

The first line of that tag starts with “Typ” and that is followed 
by a 2-digit number or two 2-digit numbers with a dash between 
them. I have three Deluxes with either “24” or “25” on the first 
line. I also have two Westfalias with “23-42” on the first line. No 
question that these are Kombis with the Westfalia S042 option. 
However, I also have a Double Cab with “26-16” on the first 
line—baffling. 

The second line of the tag on the fresh air vent reads “Heizg. 
Typ 2/255A” which is German for the type of heater (Heiztzig) 
and not the type of the bus. It’s easy to understand this misunder- 
standing. 

The 4-digit model code has a simple explanation because it’s 
really the 3-digit model number and a 4th digit specifying paint 
finish for post-1963 buses. The fourth digit will be a 1, 2 or3. This 
format of model number is found on the plate attached to the 
bulkhead behind the right seat. 

The field narrowed to codes with a letter on the end. 23A is 
a’52 Panel; 24Gisa’53 Deluxe; 26A is a’53 Single Cab. Itseems 
that VW changed the model designation along the way. This 
alphabetic suffix coincides with codes on the tag found in the 
engine compartment of pre-’59 buses. No list of these codes has 
been located, though a short list has been compiled. 

While assisting the efforts of David Eccles of the Split 
Screen Van Club to produce the Volkswagen Split Screen Trans- 
porter Specifications, Modifications & Options guide (short title 
Spec Guide), the Registry data were put to good use. There are 
still far too many unanswered questions. Even VW in Germany 
can’t answer them all. Can you imagine someone walking into 
your office and asking what codes you used 40 years ago? 

So, what do the CIA and JFK have to do with this? I look at 
the Registry as a mystery, like a large puzzle spread before me 
with bits of information filling in holes and establishing patterns. 
I recently read a book on the JFK assasination by a former CIA 
man. His approach was more photo-negative. That is, what is 
consistenly missing? Find out what is consistently missing and 
go there for the answers. In true assasination buff form, | only 
found more questions. 

It really boils down to you, NEATO members, to fill in the 
blanks. Go out to your bus and write down what the tags have 
stamped on them and mail it to NEATO. If your bus is older than 
1959, there’s a tag in the engine compartment. If it’s 1959 or later 
look behind the right seat and on the fresh air vent. I will be 
petitioning the Board to consider offering you something in 


return. el
